House of Commons, Friday Feb. 11. 

This day, in the Houfe of Commons, Mr Burke arofe 
about eighteen minutes after four o’clock. In performance 
of his promife, in obedience to his duty, and in conformity, 
he trufted, to the general wifhes of the people of England, 
he rofe to propcfe a plan of public @conomy, at a time 
when it was never more neceflary to the State. He was not 
unaware of the difficulties that attended his fituation. His 
plan, if adopted, might take from a bofom friend his chief 
fupport ; his own future profpect in life might be blalted; 
and he was fure that he muf make himfelf many enemies. 
But, at his.time of life, when he began to flope his down- 
hill courfe, he was,not tebe terrified from purfuing a plan 
that had for its bafiethe public good. “Younger men, in- 
deed, who might outlive the prefent reign, and turn their 
eyes to his Majefty’s fucceflor, might be deterred by the 
profpect of a long gloomy vilto of court difgrace, with which 
a future reign might overwhelm them, for an ‘attempt to 
curtail the influence of the Crown. His views did not go 
beyond the prefent reign; he therefore was not guided by 
thofe motives, which prudence might naturally fuggelt to 
younger men. Occonomy he pronounced to be the only 
means, not only to reftore us to our former ftate of fplendor, 
but alfo to that flate of independence on the Crown, with- 
out which it was impoffible to be free. Our fituation, he 
admitted, was not indeed as bad as it was laft year; but it 
ought to be remembered, that we were only in the middle 
of a moft dangerous and expenfive war. We had a moft 
formidable enemy to contend with; and, great as our re- 
fources were, we fhould not, perhaps, find more than we 
really ftood in need of. A_ plan of economy, in the firft in- 
ftance, afforded the moft happy” prefage of future fucceffes : 
but to be effeétual, it mutt be fyitematic ; fuch a plan, he 
flattered himfelf, he had, after infinite pains, digefted, and 
rendered perfectly practicable. It would effect a faving to 
the nation of near 300,000]. a-year, without taking from 
the {plendor of the Crown, without reducing his Majetty to 
the {malleft inconvenience, and would for ever free Minitters 
from the difagreeable neceflity of applying to’ Parliament for 
payment of the King’s debts. = 

As he knew that all our} operations, as well civil as mi- 
litary, muft be guided by thofe of the enemy, be had tur.- 
ed his eyes to the continent, and there he found our enemi s 
making fuch arrangements in their finaneés as enabled the » 
to profecute the war with much greater probability of fuc- 
cefs than we can. We had already exhaufted ourfclves by 
an extravagact expenditure of money} our fubjects had a’ 
ready fubmitted to enormous taxes ; and yet it had been coa 
fefled, »y the friends:of Governments that, after all our e: 
forts, if we were now-to make a peaces it wuit be upon in 
glorious terms. How much Ww orfe rauit eur fitvaticn be i

two years more, when, while we were prodigal of- our treal 
fure, our enemy were moft religioufly econdmical of theirs? 
Their extraordisaries had never, fince the begining of the 
hea prem yw miflious Sterling in one year; they had 
ately borrowed about 2,500,0001.; and yet t 

funded a fingle thilling ; they had not impofed sy Lacan 
tax to thofe of their peace eftablifhment ; they had not efta- 
blithed any burdenfome fund forthe payment of thofe extrac 
ordinaries. The intereft was paid by thofe favings which 
economy produced. A general reform had taken place 
through France ; in’ the King’s howfehold, nay ia the 
Queen’s bed-chamber; and in the menus plaifirs of the Royal 
Family. By the reduétion of expences the French finances 
had faved an income equal to the payment of intereft for the 
loan, and for the whole of the extraordinaries ; the favings 
amounted to no lefs a fum than nine hundred and fifty 
thoufand pounds a-year. All this had been effeéted in a 
manner in which the fmalleft trace of arbitrary power was 
not to be found. The value of the coin had not been raife 
ed; its fubftancé had not been reduced; the capital of the . 
national debt had not fuffered the leaf lofs in its value; nor 
had the leaft delay appeared in the payment of the intereft 


of that debt. On the contrary, all was conducted in a man- 


ner that gave a firm foundation to public credit, and ren 
ed the Minifters who had planned: and the Soverehga oa 
had adopted the plans, for ever dear to the people, whofe 
progeny was not invaded, though the greatelt efforts were 
made to raife funds for carrying on the war. The King of 
France, like a good father of his people, had thought it his 
duty, rather to retrench in his houfhold, than to take an 
thing from his fubjects. This young Prince, he confelled, 
though an enemy, deferved the refpect, thé efteem, the ad> 
miration of Europe. What a gloomy profpe& for us! An 
able apg and a Patriot King diretted the affairs of our 
enemy ; while ours were managed by a Patriot King i 
but by a much lefs able Saaacier 1. : id 3 Page, 
To follow the exainple of Monf. Neckar; it would be 
neceflary to abolifii many places, which a great length of 
time had rendered, in the opinion of fome men, both ne- 
ceffary and venerable. He did not’ charge the creation 
of them to the prefent Adminiftration ; but he would ad- 


vife them not to maintain thofe places merely becaufe they 


had been anciently created. The times were now different 
from thofe in which they had been eftablithed, and a wife 
Minifter would always conform to the. circumftances of the 
times: He would not fay, that, becaufe in the days of the 


firft James, of the Tudors, and Plantagencts, fuch and fuch ~ 


places had exifted, they muft neceffarily continue for ever + 
The moment a general defire of the people was exprefled 
for their abolition, fuch a defire ought to be complied with. 

Eftablifhing thus a reafon why minifters ought not to 
oppofe his plan, he began to open it tothe Houfe. His 
{tandard of reformation, he faid, he would ere& firft in the 
principality of Wales, then in the dutchy. of Lancafter, and 


alfo in the dutchy of Cornwall, and county Palatine of - 


Chefter. The Honourable Member, fhewing a very inti- 
mate knowledge of the conftitutions of thefe four places, ve- 
ry ludicroufly pointed out the reafons why the King of © 
England had /rittered down his dignity into dukedoms and 
earldoms; The principality of Wales, he faid, was equal 
in territory to about a feventh part of England, in va- 
lue to a fiftieth, and yet it had its Courts of Juftice fepa- 
rate from thofe of England, andthe number of its judges was 
equal to a fourth part of thofe who fit in Weftminfter Hall. - 
Lancafter had alfoits feparate jurifdictions, its Judges, and ° 
its Exchequer: Cornwall had its Courts of Stannanes, “and 
other jurifdictions. Chefter had alfo its Judges, &c. from 
all of thefe the Crown derived very little emolttment; for 
the greateft part of the revenue was confumed in the pay- 
ment of officers. Out of Lancatter, he believed, his Maje- 
fty did not draw 4000 |. a-year, and yet his influence there 
was extremely great ; and indeed it feemed, that the pro- 
perty he had in that country anfwered no other purpofe than 
to fupport that undue influence. 

Thefe four jurifdi&tions he propofed to have entirely 
united to England, and the favings made by the abolition 
of officers, applied to the public ufe. As the labour of the 
Englifh Judges would become fomewhat greater by this u- 
nion, he fuggefted, that an additional Judge might be ap- 
pointed to ht in Weftminfter-Hall, and to be taken’ from 
among the prefent Welfh Jndges. The vaft chaces and fo- 
refts belonging to the Crown in the different parts of the _ 
kingdom he propofed to fell, and appropriate the money a- 
rifing from the fale to public ufes, ' 

The Board of Works was to him another great object 
of reformation. He could not fee by any means for what 
purpofe it was fuffered to exift, unlefs it was merely to fquan- 
der away the money of the nation ; for he would be bold to 
fay, that, during the lait feven years, the gentlemen at that 
board had not built fo much as a pigeon-houfe, and yet. the 


applied, during that period, for 400,000]. to difeharge a. 


debt of that amount, which they had contra&ted. Parliament 
had granted the like fum in the feyen years preceding that 
period ; fo that in fourteen years they had received 8¢0,0001. 
a fum fufficient to build a finer palace than any now in Eu- 
rope. In that enormous fum, he did not include the money” 
expended in improvements about Buckingham Houfe ; Par- 
liament had made an. exclufive previfion for thet. This 
board, he thought, ought to be abolithed, as its duty could

The fervants of the houfe- 
hold had, from a principal of economy, been put on board 
wages ; yet their attendance at Court being neceflary, the 
fteward of the boufehold had been obliged to provide tables 
for them all ; fo that, with their board wages in their pock- 
ets, they boarded in the palace, doubly a burden ‘on the 
nation. d 
His reformation, on this head, fhould begio then with 
the Board-af Green Cloth; which at preferit was totally un- 
neceflary, though formerly it had been a great tribunal, 
when the attendants on the Court, over whom the jurifdic- 
tion of that Board was eftablifhdd, were as numerous as an 
army. At prefent it anfwered np other end than to.afford 
a fineeure eftablifhment for members af Parliament, who 
were totally dependent on the-Crown. Pe 
The places of Treafurer of the Chamber, Wardrobe, Sc. 
Clerks of the Kitchen, Buttery, Pantry, Ewery, Keeper of 
the Fewel Office, Sc. were equally unneceffary, and fup- 
ported only for the purpofe of influence; they were confe- 
quently fit objects for reformation. Some nominal finecure 
laces occupied by Peers, difgraced the peerage, and were 
urdenfom to the nation; fuch as the Keeper of Buck, Fox, 
and other Heunds. Every one knew that Lords were not 
really dog-keepers, no more than a member of Parliament 
. was really.a turnfpit,; but the public money was expended, 
and the influence of the Crown eflablifhed and fupported 
by thofe offices; for the dignity, therefore, of the peerage, 
and the eafe of the public, he would have them abolifhed. 
He confeffed he loved f{plendour, and would be thocked 
to fee the majefty of a Britifh King degraded by a pitiful 
parfimony. It was not his intention to take a {park from 
the luftre of the Crown. He .wifhed the minifter would 
fet down the expence of his Majefty at any given fum, and 
have his houfehold fupplied by contrat. * This would make 
the extent of the expenditure known to a fhilling, and would 
be far from. derogating ‘from the dignity-of the Crown. A

monarch who had as brilliant a Court as any in Europe, and | 


whom it could be no difgrace to imitate (the King of Pruf- 
fia) had his houfehold fupplied entirely by contract. 
he Board of Trade was alfo, in Mr Burke’s opinion, 
a grand object of reformation. He-did not mean to blend 
the leaft ideasef politics with his plan; but, he could not 
help faying, that at prefent it was abfolutely ofclefs, nay, 
that it had never been of the leaf utility. Barbadoes and 
Virginia were moft flourifhing countries before the Board of 
Trade had an exiltence. ~Pennfylvania {prung up and pro- 
fpered amazingly, at a moment when that Board had been 
fufpended ; and ergs and Nova Scotia, the only two 
_ colonies that had ever been curfed with its (fering care, had 


never thriven ‘while.under their direction. ‘The amazing 


fur of 700,009 1. had been expended in Nova Scotia by. 
the Board, and yet it was barren, and a difgrace to our o- ° 


ther colonies. ~ Freed from the fuperintendence of the 
Board, they had foon acquired that.reputation in America, 
which they never would have gained under its dire@ion. 
The abolition of this Board would be a faving to the nation 
of 30,000 |. a-year, and would free ‘ten Members of Parlia- 
ment from the influence of the Crown. a 
The Exchequer afforded a great field for reformation. 
The Auditor. had an enormous income ; his kitchen, juft 
under the Houfe, was ftored with luxuries, while he (Mr 
Burke) was fafting, and ftraining his nerves for the public 
good. He did not, however, wifh that he, or any other 
gentleman in the Exchequer, fhould be alarmed at his plan 
of reformation ; he did not intend that they fhould feel the 
leaft inconvenience from it. During their lives, he would 
have their falaries remain ‘as they were; but, at their de- 
ceafe, he would have the Auditor’s emoluments reduced to 
10,000 /. a-year; thofe of the Tellers, to 15004 and fo in 
proportion: He did not with to abolith the places; for 
though they certainly were finecure, yet they ought to re- 
main in the hands of the Crown, as rewards to beftow on 
deferving men, and which, being granted for life, did not 
enflave the man to whom they were given. No man would 
with to fee a defcendant of Mr Pelham, Sir R. Walpole, or 
the great Lord Townthend, to whom loyalty was indebted 
for its reftoration in this: kingdom, deprived of thofe places 
which the merits of their great anceftors had procured them. 
The next reformation he would have made, was.in the 
Penjfion lift. He did not mean to ftrip every man of his 
lace, whether he fhould well or ill deferve it; but he wonld 
Bind down the Crown not to grant any more till the whole 
fhould be reduced to 60,000 /. a-year.

‘The money which pafles through 
their hands, he would have placed in the Bank ; and if the 
Bank would not take it, fome private banker would foon be 
found to eafe the nation of 14 per cent. which it now pays 
for remitting money abroad. The abfurd method of making 
up accounts in the Exchequer, he would have abolifhed. 
He would have the Paymafter-and tlie Treafurer draw on the 
banker with whom the money was depofited, and, the Audi- 
tor to give them credit for the fums paid away. 

The Board of Ordnance next prefented itfelf to his 
view. He would have the civil power of it diflributed be- 
tween the navy and admiralty boards. . 

The Secretary/hip for the American department ought 
alfo to be abolifhed ; it was ufelefs, as the bufinefs might be 
done by the other two fecretaries. 

Thefe were the objects of reformation, which had ap- 
peared to him the moft ftriking, the moft neceffary, and the 
moft praéticable.
